LOED LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it Please your Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction of 
the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant to the 
24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, on the 
proceedings had during the year 1911 in connexion with the Public 
Records of Ireland. 

1. On your Excellency’s recommendation the Lords of His 
Majesty’s Treasury have been pleased to improve the scale of 
salary of the Assistant Deputy Keeper of the Records, and to 
create a second post of Assistant Keeper of Records, placing them 
on the same scale as the officers of the same class in the London 
Record Office. To the new office of Assistant Keeper your Excel- 
lency has been pleased, on the recommendation of the Master of 
the Rolls, to promote Mr. M. J. MacEnery, previously senior 
clerk in this Office. 

2. Mr. T. E. Harvey, LL.D., a Class I. clerk appointed to this 
Office in 1899 has been, with your Excellency’s sanction, per- 
mitted to exchange with Mr. H. Thorp, B.A., a clerk of the 
same grade in the Inland Revenue Department, London, and Mr. 
Thorp has accordingly joined the staff of this Office. 

3. The work in connexion with Old Age Pensions claimants 
still continues to occupy a large amount of attention. 44,800 
references were received from the Inland Revenue and Local 
Government Board Departments in Scotland and Ireland. These 
with 23,500 outstanding at the end of 1910 make a total of 68,300 
searches on official references, of which 67 ,000 were reported on 
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in 1911. In addition, more than 18,000 applications made 
directly to thiB Office on behalf of the claimants themselves, were 

dealt with. . . 

a At a further sale of Manuscripts formerly m the possession of 
the late Sir Thomas Phillipps, held in April, 1911, several volumes 
properly public records 'were offered for sale. The Lords of the 
Treasury, at your Excellency’s instance, sanctioned the purchase 
of some of these volumes for this Office. Particulars of these are 
given in paragraph 26. In connexion with this sale, it may be 
mentioned that notices were inserted in the sale catalogue in 
reference to some lots connected with Irish State affairs, to the 
effect that the originals of some of the books offered for sale had 
been destroyed by fire in 1711. These statements were made 
entirely without authority, and as regards the books to which 
they refer are quite unfounded. 

5. A volume of original Barony Maps of the County of Dublin, 
prepared for the use of the Commissioners of Assessment of the 
County in 1658, purchased at the same sale for the Bight 
Honourable the Lord Viscount Iveagh, K.P., was most generously 
presented by his Lordship to this Office. The Maps are founded 
on the Down Survey, supplemented by the same surveyors by the 
addition of the non-forfeited lands omitted from that survey. 
These maps form, therefore, the earliest complete measured survey 
of the county. The maps were prepared to accompany a written 
Book of Survey, which was purchased for this Office at a former 
sale of the Phillipps Manuscripts in 1899 (See 32nd Beport, par. 
7). They are now, therefore, through the goodness of Lord 
Iveagh, again restored to their place with the papers to which 
they relate. 

6'. The Records of the ancient Guild of Shoemakers of the City 
of Dublin have been deposited in the Office by Mr. Thomas Bag- 
nall, representative of the Charitable Society which preserved and 
administered its property after the extinction of the ancient Guild. 
They include lists of admissions of members and apprentices, 
minute books and other records of the Guild, from 1627 to 1841. 
(See paragraph 24.) This presentation adds another to the list of 
City Guilds of Dublin, whose records are now placed in the safe 
keeping of this Office. (See 41st Beport, par. 4 ; 43rd Beport, 
par. 6.) 

7. The space in the Record Treasury available for incoming 
Records will in a few years become exhausted. It will very soon 
be necessary, if the present rate of receiving new records be con- 
tinued, to extend the storage space for Records, by the extension 
of the Record Treasury, or by the provision of another building 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the Office. If additional space 
cannot soon be provided, it will be necessary to discontinue the 
reception of bulky collections not included in the original scope of 
the Records Act, such as the County Records, and the Records of 
the Common Law Courts under the age of twenty years. 

8. The proposal made in the 33rd Report of the Records, sec 
15, for the issue of a Guide to the Public Records of Ireland, has 
been steadily kept in view, though the pressure of public duties 
has prevented the work from making as much advance as I 
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-„j Mr Wood, who has been engaged on this work, has, 
however now got the bulk of the material prepared and I hope 
“ ' early date to submit to your Excellency a scheme for its 
publication. As mentioned in the 33rd Report, a prominent 
reason for such a Guide is the fact that many of the early Reports 
f Deputy Keeper of the Records are out of print, and that a 
Pmde mig ht, bring together in more convenient form such matter 
ta ttsT reports as if of permanent value. Besides the matter 
suitable for a Guide, the Reports out of print contain Calendars 
nnrl Gists of much value for historical and genealogical students. 

Of these! the Calendars of Fiants, Henry VIII. to Elizabeth, 
ind the Index to Grant Books and Wills of the Diocese of Dublin 
to 1800, are frequently asked for, and their reprint as Stationery 
Office publications would be very desirable.
